Bay of Quinte Crops. 


Globe Crop Report. 

The grain crops in the Bay of Quinte 
district are generally good this year, 
but little grain is being sold. Two 
years ago within an area of twenty 
au miles in Prince Edward county 
125,000 bushels -were thrashed. Of 
this quantity only 20,000 bushels was 
sold, while other farmers in the same 
district purchased at least 10,000 bush- 
els in the shape of shorts and chop for 
live stock. With the extensive dairy- 
ing interests goes the feeding of hogs, 
which consume the grain. Hay was a 
heayy crop. Wheat, oats and peas 
are good. Barley in some places will 
hardly be an ayerage crop. Corn was 
yery backward for many weeks be- 
cause of heavy rains,but now is prom- 
ising, Farmers in this district are 
battling with the same difficulty as in 
other places with reference to the en- 
tire harvest ripening almost at once, 
Hay has not been taken in, while 
wheat, barley and in some cases oats 
are ready to cut.

A Toronto despatch says: The re- 
turns of 735 division registrars for June 
are among the most complete in the 
history of the Provinclal Board of 
Health. Scarlet fever, diphtheria, mea- 
sles, typhoid and consumption show a 
marked decrease, ate caused 74 fewer 
deaths than in June of last year. 
‘Whooping cough has been more preva- 
Tent, and caused eighteen deaths, nearly 
as many as from diphtheria. The total 
deaths from all causes for the month 
were 1,958, from a population of 
2,057,296, which makes a death rate of 
11.4 in 1,000, For the same month last 
year 1,033 deaths were reported, a death 
rate of 11.2 per 1,000.

SMOKE TO PROTECT VINES. 


Plan of a Grape Grower to Save His 
Crop From Frost. 


One of the most successful growers 
of grapes in France to-day is M. Big- 
non, a scientist as well as an agricul- 
turist, who has lately been explaining 
to the members of the French National 
Society of Agriculture the methods he 
adopts for saving his vineyards from 
late frosts. .M. Bignon declares that 
for many years he has employed arti- 
ficial clouds for the prevention cf 
frosts, and that, had his example been 
followed by others, millions of franes 
worth of wine might have been saved. 

“My plan of operation,” says M. Big- 
non, “is very simple. Along my walks, 
at a distance of some filly feet apart. 
I have basins sunk into the earth to a 
depth of about a foot. Into these basins 
I place from fifteen to twenty pounds 
of resinous matter and some pieces of 
pine and other vegetable debris. This 
makes a “cloud” of sufficient size to 
keep any ordinary frost from affecting 
my vines. ‘The amount of material 
used, of course, depends on the length 
of the frost. 

“As a rule the late frosts are not 
numerous, and if we get three or four 
during a season we consider ourselves 
very badly used. In 1903 the frosts 
were bad, and I had recourse to these 
artificial fires four times with perfect 
success. The resinous matter creates a

“For a fifteen acré vineyard the cost 
for eabh ‘cloud’ necessary to kill a 
frost should not exceed $100, and 
should you be visited by four such 
frosts during a season (a high average) 
this would mean an outlay of some- 
thing like 2,000 francs, or $400. But 
when you consider that the result will 
be the saving of at least 25 per cent. of 
the harvest, or, say, from 150 to 200 
barrels of wine, the cost is too trifling 
to consider, 

“During the many years I have been 
employing smoke as a’ preventive of 
frost I must have saved at least 2,000

that is to say, when the smoke cloud 
has been sent up in times As a rule 
when a frost comes the atmosphere is 
free from all agitation, and the smoke 
remains above the vineyard like a can- 
opy. Of course, if a hurricane or even 
a moderately strong breeze accompan- 
ied the frost, we should have our 
trouble for nothing; but, fortunately, 
this seldom, if ever, happens, and the 
smoke cloud honorably and success- 
fully performs its duty.” ,

SALT FOR DAIRY COWS. 


Extensive tests and investigations 
have been made by the Wisconsin ex- 
periment station for the purpose of de- 
termining the advisability of adding 
salt to the ration of dairy cows. As 8 
result of these trials, it is recommended 
that dairy cows in Winconsin bé given 
}at least one ounce of salt per day. Ex. 
ceptionally heavy milkers will require 
more than this. 

The uniform results obtained with all 
cows employed in these trials indicate 
beyond question that in Wisconsin and 
in other regions similarly located, salt 
‘in addition to that obtained in the food 
jis absolutely essential to the continued 
health of a dairy cow, while producing 
‘milk. It is evident, moreover, that the 
‘amount of salt which must be supplied 
jdirectly will vary greatly in different 19- 
calities, it being more at high elevation 
and at places remote from the sea.

The lowest birth rate in any first quar- 
ter of a year since civil registration 
was established was recorded during the 
first three months of the present year 
according to the quarterly return of 
marriages, births, and deaths in Eng 
land and Wales.

TOYS TEACH MUSIC. 


Novel Method of Teaching Music (© Lit- 


tle Children, 


Miss A. Seppings, L.R,A.M., gave an 
exhibition of her 
music to little children at Cavendish 
Rooms, Mortimer street, London, Eng- 
land, recently. She instructs by means 
of cubes, on which the various short 
notes are inscribed. 

Miss Seppings tells the children that 
the demi-semi-quaver has a head, one 
leg, and three feet, so that it can run 
very fast, and that the semi-quaver has 
only two feet, because it does not run 
as fast as the other. By shifting’ the 
cubes according to her direction the 
children see that it takes two deml-semi- 
quavers to equal one semi-quayer, and 
so on. 

“All children love bricks,” says Miss 
Seppings, “and !t is therefore easy to 
interest them in music by this method. 
Children of four or five can learn to 
read, play, and transcribe little pieces 
in one term,”

GET CANS INSPECTED.

Varmers and Milkmen Must Obey Law 
by October 15th, 


An Ollawa despatch says: The Milk 
Act as passed requires that when milk 
fs sold by measure all cans or other ves- 
sels used for the purpose of such sale 
shall contain a standard gallon or some 
multiple of a standard gallon, and that 
all such cans shall be subject to veri- 
fication under the general provisions of 
the Weights and Measure Act, the ca- 
pacity thereof, and the name of the 
maker being engraved or stamped there- 
on. The owners of cans now in use 
which have not been verified and stamp- 
ed by an inspector or assistant inspec- 
tot of weights and measures are requir- 
ei, within three months from July 13, 
14s, (when the new Act was assented 
fo by the Governor-General), to present 
{hemi to the local inspector of weights 
end measures for verification, when 
each can be stamped with its capacity 
to the nearest quart thereof, and will 
be branded or stamped “milk can.* Af- 
ler the three months have expired any 
person using cans which have not been 
inspected and stamped shall incur a 
penally not exceeding $50, the cans be- 
ing forfeited.

Illegal Fishing. 


Serious Charges Against Bay of Quinte 
Fishermen, 


Picton Gazette. 


The Fish and Game Protection As- 
sociation—the Toronto branch—met 
the other day in Toronto to make prep- 
arations for the convention to con- 
sider the protection of the fish, which 
is to meet on the lust day of August 
and first of September. Among other 
things which engaged the attention of 
the branch was as how best to pro- 
hibit the netting of fish illegally. The 
report of the meeting goes on to say 
that “so determined are the fisher- 
men to capture fish, either in season 
or out, that it is almost impossible for 
Government officials to enforce the 
law without danger either to their 
persons or their dwellings. An in- 
Stance of a threat of this kind was 
quoted by Mr, A, Kelly Evans, sec- 
retary of the Association, while he 
was down on the Bay ot Quinte, where 
fishing by net has been prohibited by 
the Goyernment. He noticed four 
large boxes of fish being shipped by 
one of the express companies and 
while inyestigating along the shore 
saw the nets and met a fisherman coy- 
ered with scales. He said to the man: 
* Don’t you know that you are pro- 
hibited from fishing in these waters?” 
and the answer receiyed was to the 
effect that they did not care about the 
Government, and that any official 
who tried to enforce the law would be 
shot.” Isn't theve some mistake about 
the attitude of the fishermen around 
the Bay of Quinte, as reported above? 
We have been with many of them on 
yavious occasions en them at their 
homes and on their fishing grounds— 
and never considered them such a 
blood-thirsty lot as indicated by Mr. 
Kelly Eyans, The Gazette is charit- 
able enough to believe thatin some 
respects the report of Mr, Evans is 
misleading,

Three Thousand Six Hundred Arrive 
in Winnipeg. 


Winnipeg, Man., Aug. 11.—Seven 
special trains from Ontario, the yan- 
guard of the harvest excursionists, ar- 
rived in Winnipeg this morning.

Sleep, the Key to Health, — 


An eminent New York physician is 
quoted by a leading Ohicaeg news- 
paper as saying sleep is the key to 
health. One hearsso many theories 
introduced as the key or secret of 
health that some doubt is natural. 
One after another, electricity, yeget- 
ables, meat, no meat, exercise, idle- 
ness, water, beer, tobacco, its anti-_ 
dotes, sarsaparilla and cod liver oil 
haye been praised by various author- 
ities. Of late, itseems to have been 
taken for granted that when the food 
problem is solved the secret of health 
will be known. After carefully con- 
sidering the claims of all foods. 
Punch comes to the conclusion that 
food is injurious to the constitution, 
and should not be taken. It will be a 
relief to many people to learn, on the 
authority of the New York physician, 
that food is not necessarily injurious, 
and that it may be eaten with impun- 
ity, so long as one sleeps scientifically.” 


At the outset, the doctor warns the “ 


public that the nature of the employ-_ 
ment must determine what hours 
shall be deyoted to sleep. The old 
adage of ten for a woman eleven fora 
man, and twelye for man and wife 
must not be rigidly adheredto. The 
first essential is to find out what 
number of hours is sufficient and then 
to rigidly adhere toit. It will not do 
to sleep fifteen hours one night, and 
twenty minutes the next. It is far 
better to take nine hours each night, 
Too much sleep is bad, for it induces 
sluggish action of all the digestiye 
organs, ending in weakness and 
disease. Nor is-too little sleep to be 
recommended, for it is not enough. 
There should be a stated time for re- 
tiring anda stated time for arising, 
one in the evening and the other in 
the morning, Betore going to bed, 
the doctor said, only restful and 
quieting thoughts should be indulged 
in for an hour or two. ‘To induce 
Sleepiness he recommends reading a 
book, or taking a hot bath, or sipping 
a glass of warm milk. Never go 
hungry to bed, for not only is it a 
bad thing for the health, but it makes 


sleep impossible, Never get up 
hungry, for the same excellen' 
reasons. Having followed these direc- _ 


tions carefully, it only remains to 
wind up the clock, put out the cat and 
gobed, The bedding should be light 
in weight, says the doctor, though 
heavy enough for warmth, It is in- 
advisable to go to sleep with the teeth 
chattering, To lie flat on the back 
without a pillow is to ensurea straight 
figure and a shapely neck; but it also 
induces heayy breathing or snoring, 
the mouth is apt to fall apart some 
distance. A bandage under the chin 
might preyent this faux pas. It is 
well to lie on the right side, which- 
ever it is found to be, and to ayoid 
holding the arms aboye the head, as 
this posture makes an additional de- 
mand on the heart, Keep the arms 
atthe sides. Asthmatical persons are 
advised to use high pillows, but others 
should use smaller head rests. Sleep- 
ing on the counterpanes is a mistake, 
if not a crime, and no word dropped 
by the doctor would seem to justify 
it. After lying quietly for some 
hours, gently stretch the limbs by 
putting out the cat again, and after 
taking another slight meal, return to 
bed, It is now time to get up. 
——

The steady up- 
lift of the people Is disclosed on every 
hand by the erection of buildings, the 
improvement in general equipment, 
and all the evidences of social comfort 
and improved standards of living. 

While the home market is steadily in- 
creasing because of the growth of west- 
ern rural as well as eastern urban po- 
pulation, the foreign demand for our 
principal products has continued with 
stiffened prices. The revelations in Chi- 
cago's “packing town" incidentally bene- 
fited the Canadian meat trade, and the 
effects are seen in soaring prices for 
hogs. Only a short journey in the coun- 
try is necessary to appreciate the high 
place attained by the animal in our ag- 
ricullural economy. An increase of 
nearly three cents per pound in two 
years means millions to the Province. 
Equally satisfactory increases have oc- 
curred in cheese, which rose from eight 
to twelve cents, and butler, which has 
climbed from eighteen to twenty-three 
cents. 

While the western wheat crop is worth 
perhaps $60,000,000, Ogtario agriculture 
revels in figures which are too often 
taken for granted to be properly appre- 
ciated. The fleld crops of this Province 
were worth $134,000,000 in 1904, having 
risen from $88,000,000 since 1896. An 
even larger increase took place in the 
amount of live stock sold, Which rose 
from $28,000,000 to $60,000,000 in the 
same period. The bulk of the exports 
of cheese and butter, which amount to 
$30,00,000 per year, also come from this 
Province. Taking into account the 
dairy products consumed at home, this 
Province produced nearly  $35,00,000 
alone in the census year 1901, These 
figures are note given to make boastful 
comparisons with the west, but to make 
it clear that the western crop is not the 
measure of Canada’s agricultural pro- 
duction,

MORE MICA USED. 


Now In

Once Seen Chiefly in Stoves 
sulates Electric Wires, 
There Was a time When mica, or Is 
inglass was far more commonly 
, Was familiar in one limited use 
‘ry house-hold in which there was 
a4 parlor or a sitting room stove, thin 
transparent sheets of this mineral be- 
ing set in the slove door. Through the 
“isinglass,” not destructible when sub 
jected {fo heat, as glass would have 
been, the glow of the fire within could 
be seen. 


With long use the mica might be 
come smoked up and opaque, or it 
tight become marred and broken. Then 
the head of the household would get 


and set into the sloye doorfresh isin- 
glass, from the stove dealer's, while the 
fragments of the old were very probably 
turned over to the children, who were 
likely to be surprised to find into how 
much thinner sheets still the thin old 
pleces from the stoye door could be di- 


vided. As a matter of fact mica is di- 
visible into sheets one two-thousandth 
ef an ich in thickness, 


Now there are many who don't know 
mica at all, not even as it is used in 
stoves, people born and raised in houses 
that are heated by steam, in which no 
stoves are used for heating purposes; 
bul while the number of these is large 
and all the time growing, the number 
of people who yet use stoves is larger 
still; and so while mica may have passed 
entirely out of the sight and mind cf 
many who once knew it in this use, and 
in this use only, the preparation of it 
for stove use still constitutes a regular 
branch of the mica trade; and thus one 
of the old uses of mica still continues. 

The chief use to which mica is now 
put is one not dreamed of until within 
& comparatively few years, namely, &S 
an insulating material in the construc- 
tion of electrical apparatus, for which 
purpose its use is now general and con- 
slantly increasing, and far larger than 
in any use to which it had ever before 
been put. 

Mica is now used also for making 
chimneys for incandescent gas lamps 
placed where they would be exposed to 
drafts, or out of doors, subjected to the 
weather. Mica is used to make  pro- 
tectors for ornamental candle shades, 
and it is used for making fancy boxes, 
and, in place of glass, for covering the 
labels on drawers, as in a desk. Ground 
up mica is now used in the manufacture 
of lubricants and of fertilizers, and vf 
dynamite, and in other forms it is used 
for boiler coverings. 

Mica was long used for windows and 
for lanterns, and it {is still used in lan- 
terns where such use would be advant- 
ageous. It is used in place of glass in 
spectacles worn by stone and metal wor- 
kers, and in miners’ lamps, and it has 
been in the past or still is put to vari- 
ous other, including ornamental, uses;

10 should be inserted for purposes of 
chronological contiguity the visit of 
Jesus {to Bethany and the raising of 
Lazarus recorded in John 11. 1-54. With 
verse 11 of the 17h chapler begins! 


Perean ministry. The first incident «f 
this period recorded in the narrative is 
fhe healing of ten lepers (17, 11-19). 
‘The reminder of the chapter contains a 
discourse of Jesus on the coming of the 
Kingdom, which is closely connected, 
both in time and thought, with the first 
of the two parables in our present les- 
son. 


Verse 1. Spake a parable unto them— 
That is, to his disciples, to whom were 
addressed the words of the preceding 
discourse (17: +.-87). 

Yo the end that they ought always to 
pray and not to faint—This is one of 
fhe few instances in which the intended 
feaching of the parable is indicated be- 
fore the parable itself is given. This 
prefatory explanation also points out 
the connection in thought belween the 
parable ond the discourse preceding it; 
although the time of Christ's return to 
deliver his people (17. 30) is hidden from 
them. still they are not to cease praying 
for the coming of that deliverance,

READING BY SAUSAGE-LIGHT. 


Professor Molisch, a very prominent 
Austrian scientist, has demonstrated 
that it is possible to read an ordinary 
newspaper by the light from 4 sausage 
of raw beef and pork, All unminced 
meat contains the microbe which gives 
oft the light. With sausages, when the 
microbe is present, the light is much 
stronger than that given off by whole 
joints. These particular microbes Jo 
nol indicate decay. Indeed, in no case 
bave they been found in meat which 
was unfit for human consumption. The 
stumps of old trees often give off a pre- 
c.sely similar light. It is due to micro- 
scopic animals which die so soon as the 
wood i§ sapless. The phosphorous light 
on the ocean comes from minute ani- 
mals which live on seaweed. The cheap- 
est light in the world is that provided 
hy Cuban fireflies. The secret of the 
light this beetle gives is undiscovered. 
ils great peculiarity is that it appears 
ond disappears spasmodically, so thal 
the Cubans need to keep about a dozen 
of the insects in a bottle in order to 
get a continuous light bright enough 
for reading purposes.

Slowly add 
a tablespoonful of vinegar, and pour 
over green salad, beetroot, and celery 
or tomatoes. Scaltering finely-chopped 
parsley over salad is a great improve- 
ment, 

For Crisp Pastry.—Rub four ounces of 
butter or lurd into nearly a pound of 
flour, add a tablespoonful of caster 
sugar, and the beaten yolks of two 
egys, work this, with the tips of the 
fingers, into a smooth- dough and roll 
very thin. This paste will require a 
hot oven and is an excellent covering 
for fruit tarts. 

Lamb Pie.—This is a most delicate 
dish if carefully prepared, Cut up three 
pounds of meat into neat joints, season 
with pepper and salt. Parboil a lamb’s 
sweetbread, cut it in pieces, and mix 
with the meat. Scatter chopped parsley 
over and a very little mint, add a jittle 
clear, good stock, cover with puff pas- 
try, and bake steadily for one and a 
half hours. 

Veal TFricandeau.—Take about three 
pounds of cushion of veal, pare off the 
skin and trim the joint into an oval 
Shape. Lard this neatly and thickly 
with narrow strips of bacon, and put it 
into a stewpan on a bed of carrdts and 
onions, a stick of celery, and a bunch 
of herbs. Add enough stock to nearly 
cover the veal, then put over a piece «f 
buttered paper, and stew very gently 
for one hour and a half, basling it con- 
stantly over the paper. When cooked, 
place the veal on a baking sheet in a 
hot oven, flour it thickly and let it 
brown. Strain the stock, free it from 
grease, and boil it down to half its 
original quantity. Serve the veal with 
a sauce round and a garnish of toma- 
toes, 

Curried macaroni is a good dish if 
you wish to avoid meat. Slice two 
onions and fry them in bulter or- beef 
dripping, ddd a desserlspoonful of 
curry powdér and the same quantity of 
pea-flour, a chopped apple, a teaspoon- 
ful of =sugar, pepper and salt, and a 
teaspoonful of lemon-juice or vinegar. 
Stir well and add one and a half pints 
of water ‘or thin slock. Meanwhile 
break up half a pound of macaroni and 
throw into fast-boiling salted water, 
Cook this for a few minutes and drain 
thoroughly. When the curry sauce has 
boiled up add the macaroni, and let all 
simmer for three-quarters of an hour. 
Serve in a deep dish with a garnish of 
sliced hard-boiled egg. ,

Red Cabbage.—Select two small, hard 
heads of red cabbage, divide them in 
halyes from crown to stem; lay the 
split side down and cut downward in 
thin slices. The cabbage will then be in 
narrow strips or shreds. Put into a 
saucepan a tablespoonful of clean drip- 
pings, butler or any nice fat; when fat 
is hot put in cabbage, a teaspoonful of 
Salt, three tablespoonfuls vinegar, and 
one onion in which three or four 
cloves have been stuck burried in the 
middle; boil two hours and a half; if 
it becomes too dry and is in danger of 
seorching add a little water, This is 
nice, 

Cabbage Salad.—Chop fine one firm 
head of cabbage; sprinkle ‘lightly in a 
dish. Make the dressing as follows: 
Stir “together two raw eggs, one tea- 
spoonful white pepper, one teaspoonful 
of mustard, a little salt, two oon. 
fuls of melted butter and « ip «f 
strong vinegar. Put this mixiure in, a 
small vessel, set inside of another full 
of boiling water, ond stir five minutes ;

The most common method of securiaz 
seed is to pick by hand and then to run 
the pods through a pea hulfer or to beat 
the peas out with a flail. The crop Is 
usually gone over two or three times 
as the peas ripen unevenly. This is une 
reason why hand-picking is. practiced.

Mr. Wood said the case had a singu- 
lar conclusion and laying aside the 
want of judgment and injustice in the 
early stages of the case, was creditable 
to both parties. Of «ll the phases of 
social life that to his mind was detest- 
able more than another it was the 
thinking of eyil and sending it out by 
insinuation until it became in the 
public mind, if not a real fact, a 
possible one. For some reasons

IMOVEMENT IS GROWING 


THE WOMEN OF JAPAN WANT 
THEM RIGHTS. 


Girls Refuse to Marry Nowadays Until 


They Know Their 
Husbands, 


The Japanese woman is the last cf 
her sex who would be accused of hav- 
ing woman's rights aspirations—she is 
supposed to be a paragon of submis- 
sion and self-effacement. But Mr, Lud- 
ovic Nadeau, writing in the Paris Jour- 
nal, says that a very extensive woman's 
rights movement is now in existence in 
Japan, and that it is constantly grow- 
ing. 

Mr, Nadeau speaks as follows — 


IN UPPER CLASSES, 
“The movement was slarled by a few 


women in the upper classes who had 
come in contact with European life. 


Their object here was to free their 
pretly compatriots ‘from family tutelage 
and marital slavery, to develop the 
sentiment of responsibility and indivi- 
duality, to strengthen the passion for 
liberty and to stimulate the wii, Thus 
it happened that at the same time 
Socialism was barn in Japan the 
woman’s-rights movement came into 


existence, 


WOULD NOT MARRY. 


“Among the women who are devoling 
their lives to the liberal professions and 
among the female students the revolt is 
now complete, and just how deep the 
rift Is may be inferred from the fact that 
a, short time ago“a number of Tokyo 
girls refused to marry unless they were 
first permitted to meet and know their 
future husbands. Other girls have come 
out boldly and declared that they did 
not intend to marry at all, and that they 
feel the marriage bond to be entirely 


inconsistent with free, individual life. 


“Another significant event was A&A 
strike in the latter part of 1905 of girls 
employed in a cotton mill at Kuranagi 
—these girls, to the number of some 
nine hundred, boldly marched out to 
the demand of shorter hours and higher 
wages» For the Japanese woman to do 
this, however, means far more than the 
average European can surmise, al- 
though this is a fact among many siml- 
lar ones which go to prove that the 
Japanese woman of to-day is far differ- 


ent from what she was len years ago. 
MEETS OPPOSITION. 


“Naturally the propagarida is meeting | 
opposition in a country where woman 
has ‘beén systematically ground down 
for centuries, and it is not possible to 
achieve emancipation quickly or with- 
out a struggle. But as Japan develops 
along fhodern lines, as she makes her 
army and navy stronger, as she builds 
railroads, mills and schools, just as 
surely will modern social and ethical 
movements be started and unfolded. Of 
these Socialism and femininism are 
distinct working forces in Japan to- 


day.”

A Regina despatch says: With his

To preserve cream during hot weather 
the following recipe is useful: Dissolve 
in water an equal weight of while sugar 
with the cream to be preserved, using 
only just enough water to melt the su- 
gar and make a rich syrup. Boil this 
and while still warm add the cream, 
Stirring all together, When quite cold, 
place in a bottle and cork tightly. 

A good tomato dish ts prepared as 
follows: Pour boiling water over the 
fruit to loosen the skins. Let them 
stand for five minutes, then peel and 
put into a stewpan with a little salt and 
butter. Stew all very slowly for half 
an hour, and add a very little tarragon 
vinegar. Pour on to buttered toast, dust 
over with white pepper and serve. This 
is very good w.h cold meat or a broiled 
steak,

Herb beer is excellent if made as fol- 
lows: Boil for three-quarters of an 
hour one ounce of dandelion leaves, 
two ounces of sliced ginger, a quarter 
of an ounce of hops, in two and a half 
gallons of water, When the mixture 
has cooled a little add one and a half 
pounds of brown sugar and three-quar- 
ters of an ounce of Spanish juice, Fer- 
ment with yeast and after twenty-four 
hours strain and bottle. 

Devonshire Squab Pie,—Cut into neat 
‘pieces about two pounds of the best end 
of neck of mutton, Flavor these lightly 
with salt and pepper, place a layer «f 
them in rather a deep dish; on this pul 
a layer of apples and onions, sliced, 
with a good sprinkling of brown sugar. 
Continue with allernate layers of meat 
and apples. ete., till the dish is full, Put 
in no water or liquid, cover with a good 
short crust, and bake in rather a slow 
oven. 

Rhubarb Wine.—Into one gallon cf 
boiling rain-water cut eight pounds cf 
rhubarb in thin slices. Put into a tub, 
cover closely wilh a thick cloth, and 
add four pounds of preserving loaf 
sugar, the juice of two lemons and the 
rine of one. ‘To fine it take one ounce 
of isinglass dissolyed in one pint of 
the liquor in a china-lined saucepan. 
When this is quite cold add it to the rest 
of the wine and cask it. When the fer- 
mentation is over, bung it down. 

Giblet Pie.—Prepare and thoroughly 
cleanse two sets of giblets and throw 
into a saucepan, cover with water and 
bring to the boil. Skim thoroughly, add 
salt, and simmer very slowly for one 
hour and a ha.i, removing each piece as 
soon as tender. Cut the giblets into 
pieces of regular size, dip into seasoned 
flour and mix with half a pound «f 
peefsteak cut in thin slices and thickly 
floured. Pourtin sufficient thoroughly 
seasoned ‘stock to cover, and over 
this. if convenient, lay slices of hard- 
boiled egg, seasoned with chopped par- 
sley, pepper and salt. Cover the pie 
with a nice short crust, pierce a hole in 
it, decorate with leaves, and bake slow- 
ly for an hour after the crust is set. 
“Vegelable Roast.—Boil 1 pt chestnuts 
until tender,“ remove the shells and 
pound the nuts rather coarse, Boil to- 
gether 1 head celery, 2 turnips, 2 pola- 
toes, and a sprig of thyme. When the 
vegelables are tender remove the chest- 
nuls and vegelables together, mash and 
add 2 tablespoons butter, 4 cup sweet 
cream, 1 cup stale breadcrumbs, 1 tea- 
spoon powdered sage, a lille minced 


onion, salt and pepper. Mix all to- 
gether, turn info a buttered baking- 
dish and heat through in a hot oven,

He had opened the outer basket, and 
found an envelope with a key and a 
wooden box. He had/no sooner attempt- 

— __ ¢d to turn the key in the lock of the 

box than a tremendous explosion oc- 
curred, which shook the whole. neigh- 
torhood and shattered the windows of 
the workshop. A woman, who was sit- 
ting in a fourth floor window sewing, 
was seriously injured. 

M. Haegeli was found horribly wound- 
ed standing in the courtyard, but ap- 
parently perfectly calm. His face was 
bleeding, nearly the whole of his hair 
and beard had been blown off and his

YWO GERMANS LIVE ON NOTHING. 


Secret of the Simple Life Is Solved at| 
Last. 


Two German professors have solved 
tho problem of how to live on “nothing 
a day.” They are at present leading ar 
exceedingly simple existence in Kaba- 
kon, & small island in the Bismarck 
archipelago, In the South Seas, where 
their food consists only of cocoanuts, 
their clothes of loin cloths and their 
amusements of silling tn the sea read- 
ing or watching nalive dancers. 

The discovery of how to live on no 
thing was made by Prof. Engleheart, 
of Munich and Erlangen Universities. 
He suffered from ill health from his 
childhood, and nine years ago he started 
experimenting with a fruit diet, 

He was soon convinced that the 
fruits oblainable in Europe were not 
most suitable, and in 1901 he left for 
Ceylon, and afler experimenting there 
and in Kabakon, he has come to the 
conclusion that the cocoanut is tho 
original, and therefore the most suil- 
able, food of man, ‘ 

The professor was joined fifteen 
months ago by Dr. A. Bethmann, and 
the two are now living on cocoanuts al 
a cost of nothing per day. 

H. M. Robson, of Cowan-terrace, 
Neweastle-on-tyne, who has just re- 
turned to London after a pleasure trip 
to Kabakon, gives an interesting ac- 
count of the professor's simple life. 

“1 went out by the German-Lloyd boat 
for a holiday, The trip lasted seventeen 
weeks and cost less than $200," he said. 
“I found both the professors in very 
good health. I adopted the cocoanut 
diet myself, and found it agreed with 
me excellently. 

“The cocoanuts are quite different 
from those seen in this country. ‘They 
are fresh and soft, and are caten with 
a spoon, like butter. The nut Is full of 
a fresh milk, and that is the only drink 
used. 

“The island {s a land of perpetual 
spring. It is thickly covered with 
vegetation, is only two miles long and 
one broad, and is an ideal place to take 
a trip to,” concluded Mr. Robson. . ‘1 
should strongly advise anyone who can 
spare the time to go.

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VALUE OF GEMS. 


What Makes Precious Stones 
so Much Moncey. 


Worth 


The qualities for which precious stones 
are mostly prized are lustre, transpar- 
ency, refraction, and dispersion of light; 
although, of course, scarcity and de- 
mand are the principal factors in de- 
termining the market prices; for instance 
the emerald to-day is treble the value 
it was only a few years ago. This is 
partly caused by the greater demand, 
but more on account of the state cf 
war in the country—viz., Columbia— 
from which they principally come is now 
engaged, thereby rendering it most dif- 
ficult for those engaged in the industry 
to procure them. 

The emerald mines of Colombia, at 
Muzo, and Coscuoz, near Begola, have 
been worked almost continuously since 
1568, and have been the means of sup- 
plying the world with most of the em- 
eralds in modern times. There were 
mines in Upper Egypt which yielded this 
gem to the nations of antiquity, but 
were lost sight of from the time of the 
Mohammedan conquest until quile rec- 
ently, when some attempts at working 
them were made. 

The emerald mines in thé Urals were 
not known until the 18th century, and, 
though they yielded fairly good material 
for a time, their importance is not great, 
as the stones found are not of good 
enough quality to pay the rate demand- 
ed by the Government from the lessees, 
but they were re-opened jn 1900 by a 
syndicate with little success, so far as 
can be learned. 

There are many stones holding the 
qualities first mentioned in a high de- 
gree, but they are little known because, 
in the first place, they are to be obltain- 
ed in larger quantities, and the people 
engaged in the stone trade cannot there- 
fore make the profits ‘they are able to 
do with the scarcer gems, while, because 
of their abundance and presumably les- 
ser value, they have been giverk to na- 
tive cullters, who do not understand the 
laws of refraction and reflection to op- 
erate on, with the result that they are 
put on the market and eventually 
mounted in jewelry, looking like various 
colored acid drops and entirely lacking 
prilliancy and those sharply defined fa- 
cets which give that reflection which is 
the chief charm and makes evident the 
great difference between the real stone 
and its imitation. 

The last few years have witnessed the 
great strides which the various fancy 
gems have made in the public favor, not- 
ably when used in the neck chain; at 
present these are being made up with 
all manner of colored stones and if the 
manufacturer gives as much attention 
tc the cutling Of the stones as he does 
to the making of the setlings he can 
produce a really delightful ornament,

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SOIL MAKING, 


Nature Nourishes Forests To-day Just 
as She Did Centuries Ago. 


The process by- which soils have 
made and forests have sprung bs cate 
cover them may be seen to-day upon 
nearly every high mountain. We can. 
not be perfectly sure that new soils and 
new forests are being made in every 
way just as they were 1,000 or 10,000 
years ago. Yet there is no doubt that 
the process of to-day is like that of yes- 
terday in every important respect. Heat 
and frost, wind, rain and sunshine, 
though varying, are as changeless as 
the nature of the rock upon which they 
act. The flowers and trees of our fields 
and’ woods are the same as those of 100 
centuries ago. Rocks are worn down — 
to form soil, and Nature sows and 
tends the oldest of old-fashioned gar- 
dens just as she always did. If wecare- 
fully follow, then, the wearing away 
ol some huge cliff er precipice, and the 
appearance of flowers and trees upon 
its crumbling fragments, we witness a 
process which, here and there, has been. 
going for ages, and has produced all the 
forests of the present time, | 

These changes occur with extreme 
slowness. No human life is long enough 
to measure them all, The lifetime of a 
Methuselah would be swallowed up in 
the lapse of time necessary for the 
change of granite cliffs into the floor of. 
a forest. Fortunately, however, this! 
process is a frequent one in rugged re- 
gions, such as the Rocky Mountains. In 
some places it has begun at times wide- 
ly separated; in others the changes have 
fone on at different rates. As a re- 
sult, one cliff will be found in an early 
stage of the process, another in a 
m Idle stage, a third in a latter one, and 
so forth. One has only to find the differ- 
ent pieces, and to put them together in 
the right order. With a knowledge of 
Nature's language, he can then read 
the story of the forest. :
